The 
number ot Illiterates ten years old 
and over is 2.353 or 3.8 per cent of 
those over that age. The percentage 
of Illiteracy in 1910 was 8.9. 
Ul- 


ster county has 16,978 dwellings and 
19,375 famiiies.

females, 31,360 of which are native 
born whites. 
The Illiteracy among
